passenger business of the Fall Rive.-

proof of her wonderful racing powers. 
American yachtsmen also watch with 
interest her movements, regarding her 
as a plucky competitor.

Royal Thames Yacht Club said to a Ca- 
ble Nowa reporter Thursday: "The 
Galatea, will sail tomorrow with her 
owner, Lieutenant Hcim and his wife 
on board. I am not very hopeful of 
the Galatea's chances in America, and 
would rather see the . Irex go to New 
York in

Tho false keel 
of the Irex makes her five minutes fast- 
er than the Galatea in a turn to tho 
windward and back, and if the Ameri- 
cans send the Puritan or the Mayflower 
over here and sail according to the 
yacht racing association rules, as they 
make us comply with theirs, I think we 
can knock the wind out of them. The 
Irex will then sail at eighty-five tons 
and the Puritan at about a hundred. 
Whatever success the Galatea may have 
in America, I think she would be able 
to give the best of the American yachts 
a hard nice across the Atlantic."

i good work when put to it, and s!;o has 
fine sailing qualities. Yet in two con- 
tests in English waters this season she 
was. defeated. Her competitors were 
the Irex, Queen Mab and the Marjoric. 
In doth contests the Galatea was bcat- 
cnfby the Irex, though everybody ex- 
pected that the Galatea would win, 
and from the first she was the favorite.

A Stranded Steam Ship. 


Steamer Miranda which wont ashore 


on Point Judith at an early hour last 
Sunday morning Is still held fast by the 
rocks. The Scott Wrecking Company 
of New London were at work upon her 
until Wednesday night when the tre- 
mendous sea forced them to a tempo- 
rary abandonment of their work and 
she was left in a most critical condi- 
tion, tho sea washing clear over her. 
As yet it has been impossible to dis- 
cover the exact condition of tlie vessel. 
Her engines are free and wore worked 
on Wednesday and a thorough examin- 
ation by divers on the outside failed to 
show the least sign of a break, but in 
pumping out for the removal of freight, 
sand and gravel were found in large 
quantities. This was sufficient proof 
of a hole in her bottom somewhere and 
it is thought a huge rock has made its 
way through her bottom into the sec- 
ond compartment, in which case it is 
considered extremely doubtful if she is 
ever floated oven if she survives the 
present storm which at last accounts 
was racking her terribly.

This official 
was created as a check upon the audi- 
tors of claims, and Congress lias giver 
him additional power from time to 
time until he is practically supremo as 
a negative power. He can reverse the 
decision of any official, and there is no 
appeal from him except to tbe courts.

Arc these not pcliaps the wise men from 
the East mentioned in the \ow Testa- 
ment as having visited Christ shortly 
after his birth? It appears that the 
chief innovation which they brouhgt 
back with them to China was tho em- 
ployment of Kunuchs. 


China must indeed be a wonderful 


country if, as the General asserts, that 
awyers and notaries are unknown 
there.

Birdu th.it lay their eggs in holes have 


round eggs. There are, however, cer- 
tain birds which incubate their eggs 
without any nest at all, upon tho ledges 
of rocks. In this position it- is very pos- 
sible that danger would occur to tho 
egg by being accidentally moved by the 
parent bird, or maybe by the wind. If 
the egg was round it would very proba- 
bly roll off tho precipice, and falling t o 
tho bottom, bo smashed, Lot us now 
see how the difficult problem of tho pre- 
servation of this egg is managed by 
creative wisdom. The egg of tho guil- 
lemot, to take a good example, is not 
round, but elongated at one end. Tho 
consequence is that whon it is touched 
tho ogg will not roll away like a billiard 
ball, but it will simply turn around on 
its axis. This peculiar structure can 
bo seen and tho action of Iho force upon 
the egg illustrated by a very simple ex- 
periment. Take a common screw and 
place it near the edge of the table; 
touch it gently so as to sot it in motion. 
You will observe that tho screw, in- 
stead of running off the edge of tho 
table, will simply turn around on its 
small end—its own axis. I cannot con- 
ceive anything more beautiful than this 
arrangement of the eggs of birds which 
build ou ledges of rocks, and which are 
very liable to destruction. The fact 
will, I think, afford excellent evidence 
(if more witnesses were required) to 
show creative skill in such simple 
things as birds' eggs.
